CLEOPAIR2’S NEEDLE. | 

Hew the Great Menolith will be 
Traasporied Acros: the Seas. 
Alexandria Letter to the Scoteaman. 


There is now a reasonabie probabil- 
ity that belore many weeks elapse, 
Cleopatra’s needle will be en-route for 
England. The monolith has been 
handed over to Mr. Dixon’s agent, 
whose men have commenced the ne- 


ceasary work foritsremoval. I inforn- 
‘d you on the 20th of April that Mr. 
Carter, Mr. Dixon’s agent, had arrived 
here, and had obtained from Mr. Den e- 
trio, the owner of the ground on which 
the obelisk lies buried in the sand, a 
promise of permission to remove if, 
provided the Egvytian government 
and the British consul-zen ral author- 
ized Mr Carter to take pcssession. A 
document to this «ffect having been 
obtained at Cairc, Mr. Demetrio, al- 
though he considers he has a pecuni.ry 
claim egtinst the Feyptian verame. t 
in respect of the obelisk handed 
over absolute on to Mr, 
Carter on behalf of Mr. Dixon and the 
British nation. It is only fair to Mr. 
Demetrio, who is himeelf an eminent 
antiquarian, to explain why there has 
been some little delay and diplomacy 
on his part. Many years ago the land 
on which the needle lies was sold by 
the Egyptian governmen, toan Italian, 
who afterwards resold it to Mr. Deme- 
trio. In the sale no conditions were 
made as to the obelisk, but when Mr. 
Demetrio wished to build on the land 
in question, the Egyptian government 
stepped in and said: “No; you must 
not remove the obelisk, which we have 
given to the British government.” As 
the British government did not remove 
it, the land has for years been rendered 
valueless to Mr. Demetrio. Morally, 
therefore, Mr. Demetrio seems to be 
entitled to compensation from some 
one; but as he is unable to establish a 
legal claim against the Egyptian gov- 
ernment (for he has tried and failed), 
and does not pretend toany against the 
British government, the monument hag 
been graciously givenup. The ‘needle’ 
is 69 feet long and 8 feet square— 
not uniformly, but at the base. lt 
weighs about 220 tons, and lies in the 
sand 15 feet above high-water line. 
To get this mass safely into the sea 
and across the it is intended 
to build up around it on the shore a 
cylinderical iron vase or ship, and then 
to roll the entire mass, nearly 300 tons 
into the Mediterranean, and when the 
necessary ballasting and additions 
have been made to the ship in dry 
dock, to have her towed to England. 
The iren vessel is now being made at 
the Thames iron works, and when 
ready will be sent out here in. pieces, 
to be built around the obelisk, under 
the superintendence of Mr. Way nan 
Dixon, brother to Mr. John Dixon, the 
enterprising d signer and contractor. 
The vessel must be considerably longer 
than the obelisk, because of the shape 
of the stone. It will be 92 feet long 
and 15 feet in diametex, with plates 3 8 
thick. It will be divided into nine 
water-tight compartments by eight 
bulkheads ; total weight of iron 76 tons. 
To lift the end of the obel sk, jacks of 
immense power will have 
to be sent from England, and 
after the cylinder’ is _ built 
tremendous tackle will be required to 
roll it into the sea. It will float in nine 
feet water, and to reach this-depth it 
must roll 400 feet. Once abeat and in 
docket it will be fitted in with bilge 
keels, rudder and steering gear. It 
will be cutter rigged,with one mast and 
two sails, and will have a deck house 
for Mr. Carter, who will have charge of 
iton the voyage; for, although it will 
be in tow of a steamer, it will bein every 
resvect a ship, and able to take care of 
itsel! for a time in case of accident or 
breaking away from the tow lines,which 
are to be of steel wire. There will be 
four or five men on board to make sail, 
pump bilge water,train lights and make 
signals in case ofneed. In the opinion 
of eminent engineers the plan proposed 
is admirably adapted for the work to be 
done, and Mr. Dixon’s confidence is 
shown in the fact that should he fail to 
complete his work he will receive 
nothing for his outlay and trouble. If, 
however, the undertaking is a success, 
the entire expense will be bor e by 
Mr. Erasmus Wilson, the eminent 
surgeon. Immediate care and nicety 
will have to be exercised in obtaining 
the necesssary strength and rigidity; 
the obelisk must be so packed, formin 
with the necessary cylinder one soli 
mass, as to avoid any strain-from the 
rolling into the water, or from the 
heavy working of the ship afterwards, 
I presume the most anxious part of the 
work will be to get the vessel and her 
precious cargo into the sea. Once afloat 
other difficulties will be mastered, 
Three thousand five !|:undred years ago 
this obelisk formed one‘of the pillars in 
front of the great Temple ot Tum (the 
setting sun) at Heliopolis (near Cairo), 


and was brought to Alexandria during 


the reign of Cleopatra. No accounts 
exist of the appliances used; but if 
this and larger monuments could be 
safely moved about some 1,600 years 
B.C., it is not possible to doubt our 
ability to do likewise in the nineteenth 
century A. D,

cal reforms must tind their origin and 


proper direction; yet.this grand polit 
ical machine of ours works jarringly ; 
its screws are loose ; its cogs refuse to 
fit snugly into each other; there is no 
harmony among its essential parts, and 
its whole operation porteuds a general 
wreck and smash ofthe entire fabric. 
Whence this change? What is the phi- 
-losophy of this discord when the life of 
a great nation and the liberties of forty 
millions of freemen are the stake ? 

The past has its counterpart and its 
lessons for this as well as for every 
other political crisis. A most striking 
parallel is furnished in English history, 
and its philosophy is pointed out by 
that greatest of English writers, Macau- 
ley. Our own people cannot fail to read 
his observations on this topic with in- 
struction, and, if in tbe proper spirit, 
with profit. They contain so much that 
is true, and that comes directly home 
to us at the present day, vhat one is 
almost constrained to regard what is 
written of England hundreds of years 
ago, a8 designed to be prophetic of the 
great American republic in the centen- 
nial period uf her existence. The au- 
thor, in one of his inmitable essays, is 
portraying the political condition of 
England, and the character of English 
statesmanship after the death of Crom- 
well and the “restoration” of the mon- 
archy in the person of Charles II, when 
he uses the following language, eyery 
word of which has a terrible signifi- 


cance. He says: 

No part of our history, during the last three 
centuries, presentsa spectacie of such genera! 
dreariness. Tae whole breed of our stetesmen 
seems to have degeverated, and their moral and 
intellectual littleness strikes ue with the more 
disgust; b-cause we see it placed in immediate 
contrast with the high and majestic qualities o! 
the race which th y succeeded. In the great 
civil war, even the bad coarse had been render - 
ed respectable and amiabie by the pur.ty and 
elevation of mind which many of its friends 
displayed. Uuder Charles the Second, the best 
and noblest of euds was disgraced by means the 
most cruel andsordid. The rage of faction suc. 
ceeded to the love of liberty. Loyalty died away 
into servility. We look in vain among the lead- 
ing politicians of either side for steadiness of 
principle, oreyen for that vulgar fidelity to 
party which, in our time, it is esteemed iufam’ 
ous to violate, Tne inconsisteucy, perfidy and 
baseness wich the leaders constantly practiced, 
which their followers defended, and which the 
great body of the peopie regarded, as it seems 
with little disapprobation appear iu the present 
age almostincredible, In the age of Charlies the 
Fist, they wouid, we believe, have excited as 
much astonishment. 

Man, however is always the same. Aud when 
80 marked a difference appears between two gen" 
erations, it is certain that the solution may be 
found in their respective circumstances. The 
principal statesmen of the reign of Charies the 
Second were trained during the civil war and 
the ievolution which followed it. Sych a 
period is eminently favorable to the growth of 
quick and active taleats. It forms a class of 
men shtewd, vigilant, inventive ; of men whose 
dexterity triumphs over the most perplexing 
combination of circumstances whose presaging 
instinct no sign of the timescan elu:ie. But it 
is a0 unpropitious season for the firm and mas- 
culine virtues The statesman who enters on 
his career atsuch a time can form no permanent 
convictions, cam make no accurate observations 
on the higher parts of political science. Before 
he can attach himself to a party it is scattered. 
Before he can study the nature of a government 
itisoverturned. The cath of abjuration comes 
close on the oath of allegiance. The association 
which was subscribed yesterday is burned by 
the hangman to day. In the midst of the con- 
stant eddy end change, seif-preservation be- 
‘comes the first object of theadven.urer. It isa 
task teo hard for the ugest head to keep itself 
from becoming giddy in the cierical whiri. 

A laxity of 
principle, withuut which no publie man can be 
eminent or even safe, becomes too 
common to be scandalous; and the whole 
nation looks coolly on instances of apostacy

Ages of the Presidenis. 


Gen. Grant, born in 1822, is now the 
only living ex-president. We fini that 
the others, seventeen in all, liyed to an 
average age of 73 yeara. This prolonga- 
tion of the lives of the presidents be 
yond the three-score years and ten al- 
iutted by the Psalmist is a higher 
average than most persons would have 
supposed was a fact, and it is reached, 
moreover, notwithstanding the untime- 
ly taking~off of Harrison, Taylor and 
Lincoln, all of whom were cut off 
prematurely in consequence of their 
official position. That the  four- 
teen others should have been 
such specimens of longevity 
as to haye brought the average 
up to 73 is an evidence either that the 
presidency is not necessarily and inev- 
itably a life-killing offce, or else that 
the American presidehts have been 
constitutionally etrong and long lived 
men. Washington died at the age of 
67, of an attack of something like pleu- 
risy, but for which he might have lived, 
no doubt, toa marked old age. John 
Adams died at 91. Jefferson, the phil- 
osopher and statesman, lived quite as 
long a8 he wished 'o live, and died at 
83, on the same day that saw the de- 
parture of his predecessor—the Fourth 
of July, 1826. Madison lived to be 85. 
Moaroe died at 73; Johh Qaincy Adams 
at 81; General Jackson lived to the 
age of 78; and but for certain bullet 
wounds would have lived a few 
years longer; Van Buren died at the 
age of 80, Harrison at 68, Tvler at 72, 
Polk at 54, Taylor at 66, Fillmore at 74, 
Pierce at 65, (many persons have sup-— 
posed he was younger), Bachanan at 
77, Lincoln at 56 and Johnson at 68. 
Polk seemed to have a constitution 
that should have g:ven him twenty 
vears more of life and Lincoln, ro 
doub', bu'for Booth’s pistol, would have 
lived a score of years longer.

ARTICLE 2 The objects of this ass ciation 
shall be to provide a temporary home for desti- 
tute and helpless Women and children, to aid 
women aud girls out of employment in finding 
suitable work, and also as soon as praciicable 
to give free inst:uction in industrial pursuits, 
thereby enabling such persons to b.come self- 
sustaining and useful 
In furtherance of these objects, the board 
have provided at the home for more taun one 
hundred persons during the last six months. 
Numbers of these have been young giris and 
children, who have been provided with bomes, 
and no destitute persone have ever been refused 
admissio: to the home without sufficient cause 
During the three years of the existence of the 
benevolent association, the ladies who have so 
excellently managed this charity have distrursed 
about ten thousand dollars, and in my judgment 
this money has been wisely and profitaliy ex 
pended,
